SOCIAL  AND  CIVIC  WORK. 

The  demand  for  trained  men  in  the  social  service 
departments  of  indUvStrial  corporations,  in  the  adminis- 
trative positions  for  the  enforcement  of  factory  legislation, 
public  health  and  social  laws,  in  progressive  philanthropic 
and  educational  work  and  in  the  management  of  char- 
itable and  correctional  institutions,  is  rapidly  growing. 
The  Wharton  School  therefore,  gives  particular  atten- 
tion to  the  development  of  theoretical  and  practical  courses 
dealing  with  the  important  problems  of  sociology. 

Civic  Organizations.— Each  year  the  Wharton  School 
receives  a  number  of  requests  from  civic  organizations  for 
men  equipped  to  conduct  the  work  of  such  societies.  The 
field  of  activity  thus  offered  presents  a  definite  career  with 
possibilities  of  great  public  usefulness.  The  courses  in 
Politics  and  Government  and  in  Sociology  are  designed 
to  furnish  special  preparation  for  these  positions.

For  the  Regular  Course. — For  entrance  to  the 
Requirements  ^^^^^^^  ^ our  years'  courses,  examinations  are  held 
in  the  middle  of  the  months  of  June  and  Sep- 
tember. These  examinations  cover  the  usual  subjects 
required  for  entrance  to  the  College:  English,  History, 
Mathematics,  Languages.  Entrance  examinations  are 
also  held  in  the  principal  cities  of  the  United  States.  A  copy 
of  the  College  Fasciculus  containing  full    information  on 
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the  entrance  examinations,  and  copies  of  sample  questions 
from  such  examinations,  may  be  secured  upon  apphca- 
tion.  Recent  graduates  of  the  four  years'  course  of  an 
accredited  pubhc  High  School  are  admitted  without  ex- 
amination, so  far  as  the  courses  covered  in  the  school  are 
equivalent  to  the  entrance  requirements  of  the  University. 
For  the  Two  Years'  Special  Course. — For  entrance  to 
a  Special  or  Partial  course,  a  candidate  must  either  be  21 
years  of  age  and  satisfy  the  Professors  in  charge  that  he  is 
qualified  to  take  the  work,  or  if  over  18  years  and  less  than 
21  years  of  age  he  must  have  pursued  a  preparatory  course 
equivalent  to  three  years  in  a  normal  school  or  a  public 
High  School.  Each  application  is  given  a  separate  con- 
sideration by  the  Committee  on  Special  Students. 

„   .    .  In  all  the  subjects  the  method  of  individual 

Methods 

of  Work         research  and  essay  work  is  practiced  whenever 

applicable.  Where  text  books  are  used  these 
are  supplemented  by  the  assignment  of  reports  and  essays, 
with  a  view  to  developing  independent  thinking  and  init- 
iative on  the  part  of  the  student.  In  addition  to  the  class 
work,  visits  are  made  to  the  chief  commercial  and  manu- 
facturing enterprises  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  In  this 
respect  the  Wharton  School  is  particularly  favored  by  its 
location.  Establishments  representing  every  branch  of 
productive  industry  are  located  in  or  near  the  city.  The 
cotton,  woolen,  iron  and  steel,  leather,  rubber,  glass, 
pottery,  paper,  woodworking  and  machine-making  indus- 
tries are  highly  developed.  Philadelphia  is  the  terminus 
of  two  important  railway  systems,  whose  general  offices  are 
located  in  the  city.  One  of  these,  the  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road Company,  is  the  largest  railway  corporation  in  the 
world.  Important  wholesale  interests  and  large  depart- 
ment stores  are  located  in  the  city.  Philadelphia  is  a  great 
seaport,  engaged  in  trade  with  every  part  of  the  world. 
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Every  branch   of  the   forwarding  business   is  represented 

and  the  city  is  also  an  important  banking,  insurance   and 

financial   center.      The   Stock   Exchange,    the    permanent 

industrial  exhibition,  the  Bourse,  the  Maritime  Exchange, 

the  world-renowned  Commercial  Museum,  and  the  textile 

schools,  are  among  its  more  prominent  public  institutions 

founded  in  aid  of  trade  and  commerce.     Every  phase  of 

financial,    industrial    and    commercial    life    is    illustrated 

in    Philadelphia.       From     the    diversity  of    its    business 

interests,  it  is   better  fitted   than   any   other  city  in  the 

United  States  to  be  the  seat  of  an  institution  of  higher 

business  education.     The  city  is  a  great  laboratory  for  the 

study  of  business.     It  also  possesses    a  large   number  of 

excellent  charitable  societies  and  institutions,  schools  and 

asylums    for    the    defective    classes,    reform   schools    and 

penitentiaries,  and   is   the   centre   of  various    movements 

for    social    betterment  which  offer  material  and  practical 

training  for  social  workers.

This  amount  is  payable  in  two  installments,  in 

October  and  February.  A  deposit  of  $io  covering  the 
entire  course  is  required,  the  balance  of  which  is  re- 
funded to  the  student  upon  graduation.  An  annual 
fee  of  $5  for  the  use  of  the  gymnasium  and  for  physical 
instruction  is  also  paid 
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GRADUATE  COURSES. 

The  teacher,  the  government  expert,  the  special  inves- 
tigator, or  the  head  of  a  great  charitable,  philanthropic 
or  other  social  institution  requires  training  in  advanced 
research  work.  Large  numbers  of  men  in  these  callings 
have  pursued  such  graduate  work  in  the  Wharton  School, 
With  the  needs  of  this  class  in  view,  graduate  courses 
are  offered  in: 

Economics, 

Transportation  and  Commerce, 

Social  Work, 

Government, 

Finance. 
These  courses  may  be  combined  under  the  rules  of 
the  Department  of  Philosophy  with  a  view  to  preparing 
for  a  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  or  Doctor  of  Philosophy, 

EVENING  COURSES. 

For  those  who  are  prevented  from  attending  Univer- 
sity classes  during  the  day  a  series  of  evening  courses  has 
been  established  under  the  direction  of  instructors  in  the 
Wharton  School. 

The  following  subjects  are  given  in  the  first  year: 
Advanced  Accounting, 
Money,  Credit  and  Foreign  Exchange, 
Commercial  Law, 
Industrial  Organization.
